HISTORY  OF  FRIENDSHTP  BAPTTST  CHTJRrH 

ELKIN.  NORTH  CAROLINA 


(As  presented  by  Rev.  Glenn  Dobbins  for  the 
EUdn  Baptist  Association  during  the  1960's.) 

In  the  late  eighteen  hundreds,  the  rich  bottom  land  along  the  Yadkin  Riven  began  to  attract 
pec^e  and  those  who  had  setded  East  of  EUdn  began  to  see  a  need  for  a  place  to  wor^p.  A  group 
of  people,  both  Baptist  and  Methodist,  wanted  to  build  a  place  where  they  could  hold  Sunday  School, 
so  together  they  built  the  first  little  building  for  this  purpose,  calling  it  Friendship  Church.  While  the 
building  was  being  buih,  they  decided  that  they  would  have  preaching  also.  They  decided  that  the 
ones.  Baptist  or  Methodist,  putting  in  the  most  hours  on  the  building  would  have  what  they  called 
the  "ruling  Sunday."  In  other  words,  would  get  to  choose  the  Sunday  they  wanted  for  preaching. 
There  was  a  crippled  man  in  the  community  named  Jeflf  Gentry,  and  because  of  his  infirmity,  all  he 
could  do  was  to  hue  shingles  that  were  placed  on  the  building,  consequently,  he  had  m  more  hours 
than  any  one  else  and  his  side  won.  He  was  a  Baptist,  of  course. 

By  1895,  perhaps  because  of  doctrinal  differences,  there  wa-e  only  those  left  of  Baptist  belief^ 
of  course,  there  were  still  some  dififerences.  Some  held  to  wadiing  of  feet,  but  not  in  Sunday  School. 
Some  wanted  Sunday  School,  but  not  foot  washing.  In  1895,  they  settled  on  being  called  Union 
Baptist,  bdieving  and  practicing  both.  So  with  twelve  charter  memba's,  the  adventure  was  started. 
The  church  made  some  progress  as  the  months  and  years  went  by.  A  partial  list  of  pastors  serving 
the  Union  Baptist  Church  were.  Rev.  Gregory,  Rev.  Billy  Melton,  Rev.  Brae  Woodruflf,  Rev.  Zeb 
D.  Adams,  and  Rev.  Benny  Casstevens. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  Church  was  organized  in  the  old  J.  M.  Gentry  home  place, 
where  the  Sunbeam  Corporation  has  their  beautifiil  new  plant. 

During  one  of  their  revival  meetings,  th^  invited  a  young  man  to  come  and  preach.  They 
were  so  unpressed  with  him  that  sometime  later  they  asked  him  to  become  their  pastor.  He  agreed 
to  do  so,  if  the  Church  would  agree  to  become  a  Missionary  Baptist  Church.  It  was  only  under  this 
drcumstance  that  he  would  accept.  The  Church  did  change  to  a  Nfissionary  Baptist  Church,  and  in 
1914,  the  Rev  T.  S.  Draughn  was  called  as  pastor.  Rev.  Draughn  served  the  church  faithfiilly  and 
well  for  44  years  plus.  In  1958,  Rev.  Draughn  decided  that  he  was  no  longer  physically  able  to  serve 
the  Church,  so  he  retired.  The  church  then  called  Rev.  Glenn  Dobbins  as  pastor,  who  is  still  serving. 

The  Church  has  had  building  programs  throughout  the  years.  We  have  adequate  educational 
space,  and  we  are  looking  forward  with  hope  for  a  new  auditorium. 

A  few  years  ago,  the  Church  acquired  21  acres  of  land,  and  now  have  a  beautifiil  Fellowship 
Hall  located  on  the  property. 

The  church  now  has  approximately  200  members,  and  ranks  among  the  top  five  in  Mission 
Gifts  in  our  association.  With  worship  services  every  Sunday,  mid-week  prayer  services,  and  a  feirly 
strong  Training  Union,  we  look  forward  to  greater  things  in  His  service.  We  need  your  prayers.

HISTORY  OF  THE  CHURCH'S  BEGINNING 


Friendship  Church  was  started  by  a  family  and  has  always  been  typically  a 
family  oriented  church.  If  you  were  not  blood  related  to  the  family  you  were 
married  to  someone  who  was  and  even  today  with  new  people  coming  into  the 
church  and  community,  those  who  are  not  family  soon  feel  as  if  they  are. 

Of  the  twelve  charter  members  ten  were  directly  related  to  each  other  and  the 
other  two  we  have  no  information  on  whether  they  were  related  or  not. 

Austin  Gentry  married  Mahalie  Crouse  on  September  17,  1847.  They  had  four 
children;  Anna  Jane  bom  in  1849,  Woodsome  Alexander  bom  in  1855,  Thursa 
Caroline  bom  in  1857  and  James  Morgan  bom  in  1860.  Arma  Jane  married 
Fredrick  Norman  in  1869  and  settled  in  the  State  Road  area,  Thursa  Caroline 
married  Wilson  J.  Koontz  in  1873  and  moved  to  Mocksville.  Neither  of  these 
daughters  were  ever  members  of  Friendship  Church.  Alexander  married  Jurandy 
Marshall  in  1877,  and  Morgan  married  Louisa  Eldridge.  Alexander  and  Jurandy 
had  a  daughter  Coetta  bom  in  1878  and  another  daughter  Verlie  bom  in  1881.  A 
son  Roscoe  bom  in  1882  died  two  years  later,  then  a  son  Risdon  Decator  was  bom 
in  1884,  and  then  Sallie  was  bom  in  1896.  Morgan  and  Louisa  "Lue"  had  four 
children,  Laura  Emiline  bom  in  1881,  Hattie  bom  in  1891,  Coetta  bom  (?)  and 
Birdette  bom  in  1897. 

Before  moving  to  the  fertile  farm  land  east  of  Elkin  that  is  now  called 
Friendship  Community  this  family  had  lived  somewhere  north  of  Elkin.  Austin 
Gentry,  his  wife  Mahalie,  Alexander  Gentry,  his  wife,  Jurandy,  their  daughters 
Coetta  and  Verlie,  Morgan  Gentry  and  his  wife,  Lue,  and  their  daughter  Laura  were 
all  members  of  White  Oak  Primitive  Baptist  Church  which  stood  right  behind 
where  the  White  Rock  United  Methodist  Church  stands  today  in  Thurmond,  North 
Carolina.  Jeff  Gentry,  brother  to  Austin  Gentry,  who  was  a  crippled  man  with  no 
other  family  lived  with  Austin,  he  also  was  a  member  of  the  White  Oak  Church. 

These  ten  people  with  two  other  men,  Gideon  Woodmff  and  David  Woodmff 
who  were  also  members  of  White  Oak  Church,  saw  the  need  for  a  place  to  worship 
in  their  own  community.  So  on  July  13,  1895  they  met  in  the  kitchen  at  the  home 
of  Morgan  and  Lue  Gentry.  With  the  help  of  three  ministers.  Elder  A.  McKnight 
from  Cherry  Lane,  North  Carolina,  Elder  Braxton  Woodmff  of  Elkin  and  Elder  R. 
K.  Johnson,  these  twelve  people  were  questioned  in  the  faith  of  the  Primitive 
Baptist  Doctrine  and  were  found  sound  in  the  faith.  Upon  presenting  letters  of 


dismission  from  White  Oak  Church,  these  twelve  were  granted  a  charter  to  organize 
Friendship  Church.  A  photo  copy  of  the  original  charter  is  included  in  this  history. 

Also  on  this  same  day  Alexander,  Morgan  and  their  father  Austin  were  named 
deacons  of  the  church.  I  think  maybe  Alexander  and  Morgan  were  already 
ordained  deacons  from  White  Oak,  but  Austin,  their  father,  was  ordained  a  month 
later  as  a  deacon. 

I  thought  it  interesting  to  note  each  person's  age  at  the  time  the  church  was 
chartered.  Austin  Gentry  (68),  Alexander  (40),  Morgan  (35),  Mahalie  (68),  Lue 
(34),  Jurandy  (35),  Coetta  (17),  Verlie  (14),  and  Laura  (14).  I  have  no  records  on 
Jeff  Gentry,  Gideon  Woodruff  and  David  Woodruff  as  to  their  ages.  Jeff  Gentry 
remained  a  member  of  Friendship  Church  for  51  years  until  his  death  in  1946. 

The  church  placed  Morgan  in  charge  of  keeping  the  records  of  the  church  and 
he  became  the  first  church  clerk.  Also,  they  asked  Elder  Braxton  Woodruff  who 
was  an  ordained  Primitive  Baptist  Minister  to  become  their  first  pastor.  There  are 
no  sure  facts  to  back  it  up,  but  there  is  a  possibility  that  Gideon  and  David 
Woodruff  were  related  to  the  Reverend  Woodruff. 

After  the  death  of  Morgan's  first  wife,  Lue,  in  1899,  he  married  Jarmie 
Sebastian  on  January  10,  1901  and  their  children  were,  Gertha  (Harmon),  Issac 
"Ike",  Charlie,  Hessie,  and  Aimie  Pearl  (Greenwood). 

They  would  meet  the  second  Saturday  night  in  each  month  with  worship 
service  and  then  church  conference,  then  on  Sunday  morning  they  would  have 
worship  service  again.  This  was  customary  in  those  days  for  churches  to  have 
worship  services  on  Saturday  night  and  again  on  Sunday  morning  just  once  a 
month.  It  was  also  interesting  to  note  in  the  early  years  how  they  would  call  the 
roll  at  the  church  conference.

BUILDING  PROGRAM 


The  story  of  how  the  first  church  buildmg  was  buih  by  the  Methodist  and  the  Baptist  is 
included  in  this  book  with  an  article  written  in  the  1960's  by  the  Reverend  Glenn  Dobbins.  We 
are  sorry  we  could  not  locate  a  picture  of  the  first  church  building.  We  did  do  a  sketch  of  how 
we  thought  the  building  looked  from  descriptions  given  to  us  by  some  of  the  members  who  had 
seen  the  first  church.  But,  when  we  showed  them  the  sketch,  they  said  it  was  not  like  the 
original  church  so  we  decided  to  forget  trying  to  be  artist. 

The  original  church  consisted  of  just  the  sanctuary,  there  were  no  additional  rooms.  It  was 
a  wooden  framed  building  with  unpainted  wooden  lap  siding  and  wooden  shingles  on  the  roof. 
There  was  a  small  wooden  steeple  in  which  the  same  bell  we  use  in  our  present  facility  was 
located.  The  point  of  the  steeple  was  made  of  rich  forest  pine.  The  building  was  located  in 
about  what  is  the  middle  of  our  present  cemetery. 

This  building  served  the  church  from  1895  until  1929.  On  October  28,  1928,  the  church 
appointed  J.  M.  Gentry,  H.  M.  Swink,  and  J.  B.  Gentry  as  a  building  committee  to  see  about 
building  a  new  church.  On  November  24,  1928,  J.  T.  Ring  was  appointed  as  Secretary-Treiisure 
to  the  building  committee. 

On  January  7,  1929,  W.  A.  Gentry  and  his  family  donated  the  land  to  the  church  where  our 
building  sets  today.  There  is  a  copy  of  this  deed  included  in  this  history.  In  the  building  of  the 
new  church  which  consisted  of  only  the  sanctuary  at  that  time,  timber  was  donated  by  L.  C.  Park 
from  land  he  owned  on  the  C.  C.  Camp  Road.  The  timber  was  sawed  at  a  saw  mill  owned  by 
Decator  Gentry  and  hauled  by  horse  and  wagon  to  the  building  site. 

John  Park,  Charlie  Gentry,  Ike  Gentry,  Morgan  Gentry  and  Birdette  Gentry  are  members  of 
the  church  who  were  part  of  an  all  volunteer  crew  who  constructed  the  building.  Luther  Park 
who  was  16  years  old  at  the  time,  helped  to  tear  down  the  old  church  and  remove  nails  from  the 
lumber,  so  the  lumber  could  be  used  in  the  construction  of  the  new  church  as  storm  sheeting. 

The  new  sanctuary  was  completed  and  moved  into  in  the  fall  of  1929.  On  March  24,  1940 
a  committee  was  selected  to  have  electricity  put  into  the  church  and  electric  lights  were 
purchased  to  replace  the  gas  lights  that  had  lighted  the  sanctuary. 

Sometime  during  1941  new  pews  were  placed  in  the  sanctuary. 

On  September  25,  1943,  a  building  committee  was  selected  with  J.  B.  Gentry  as  chairman 
to  work  up  plans  for  adding  Sunday  School  rooms  to  the  church.  On  November  27,  1943,  the 
plans  were  voted  on  and  approved  by  the  church.  In  December  of  1947  it  was  voted  to  build  the 
new  Sunday  School  rooms,  the  building  was  completed  and  the  rooms  ready  for  use  in  1948. 
Also,  in  1948  the  switch  from  a  wood  stove,  that  stood  in  the  middle  of  the  sanctuary,

to  an  oil  furnace.  (There  are  diagrams  that  show  upstairs  and  downstairs  additions  and  when  they 
were  added  in  this  book.) 

In  August  of  1949  J.  B.  Gentry  was  appointed  to  build  a  new  belfry  at  the  front  of  the 
church.  In  June  of  1951  screens  were  put  on  the  classroom  windows  and  new  front  doors  were 
installed  on  the  church. 

On  October  25,  1952  the  church  once  again  voted  to  add  two  more  classrooms  onto  the 
church. 

The  first  sidewalks  were  poured  at  the  church  in  1954.  Also,  in  October  of  1954  the 
Intermediate  Class  built  a  wood  fumace  behind  the  church  to  be  used  for  cookouts  and  church 
picnics,  a  shelter  was  built  over  it  in  1958. 

In  1955  a  well  was  dug  and  the  church  had  running  water  so  the  men's  and  ladies  rest  rooms 
were  finished  this  year  also. 

The  first  air  conditioners  (window  units)  were  installed  in  the  sanctuary  in  1957. 

In  1958  four  more  Sunday  School  rooms  were  added  to  the  church  and  a  second  oil  fumace 
was  installed  to  help  heat  the  additional  space. 

In  1960  the  room  behind  the  pulpit  was  turned  into  a  library  and  pastor's  study. 

On  December  27,  1961  the  church  voted  by  a  very  close  margin  38  to  31  to  build  a 
fellowship  hall  behind  the  church,  the  building  project  was  never  started  because  in  July  of  1962 
the  church  got  the  opportunity  to  purchase  21  acres  of  land  a  few  tenths  of  a  mile  north  of  the 
church. 

Sally  Allen,  in  July  of  1962,  sold  the  church  21  acres  of  land  for  $  3,770.00  and  then 
donated  1/1 0th  of  the  money  back  to  the  church  for  a  tithe,  so  the  church  ended  up  with  less  than 
$  162.00  per  acre  invested  in  the  land. 

On  July  7,  1963,  the  church  voted  to  pave  the  parking  lot  and  to  pour  side  walks  to  the  side 
entrances  of  the  church.  The  sidewalks  were  not  poured  at  this  time,  and  the  parking  lot  was  not 
completed  until  1970. 

In  1964  the  church  had  carpet  installed  in  the  sanctuary.  Also,  that  same  year  the  land  where 
the  fellowship  hall  now  stands  was  graded  and  sown  in  grass. 

In  January  of  1967  the  grandchildren  of  J.  M.  Gentry  had  a  brick  marque  built  in  front  of 
the  church  in  memory  of  their  grandfather. 

In  March  of  1967  the  church  borrowed  $  8,750.00  from  Elkin-Jonesville  Building  and  Loan 
to  build  a  Fellowship  hall.  The  building  was  finished  that  year. 


The  msik  of  the  church  met  at  night  yvith  shovels  and  Mlieelbarroivs  and  removed  the  dirt 
from  under  the  sanctuary  durhig  the  latter  part  of  1970  and  installed  lights  under  the 
sanctuary  in  1971. 

The  Fellowship  hall  was  paneled  in  the  summer  of  1972. 

The  public  address  system  was  first  installed  in  1973. 

The  carpet  in  the  sanctuary  was  replaced  in  1975  and  the  pews  were  padded  and  covered. 
Also,  in  1975  the  cmtside  entrance  and  stairs  down  to  it  were  built  for  the  area  under  the 
sanctuary  and  the  classrooms  were  completed. 

The  sidewalks  that  had  been  voted  for  in  1963  were  finally  voted  on  again  and  poured  in 
1975. 

The  pastor's  study  was  moved  from  the  room  behind  the  pu^it  to  it's  present  location 
and  new  furniture  purchased  in  1976. 

The  Fellowship  haD  note  was  paid  off  on  October  27, 1976. 

The  maple  trees  in  front  of  the  Fellowship  hall  were  planted  in  the  spring  of  1977. 

Central  air  conditioning  was  installed  in  the  sanctuary  and  classnKNtns  in  1978* 

The  Fellowsh^  haU  was  air  conditioned  with  window  units  donated  by  Irene  Ray  and 
Billy  Gently  in  1980. 

A  post  light  at  the  end  of  the  walk  at  the  Fellowship  hall  was  donated  by  Mamie 
Greenwood  in  1981  it  was  later  removed  to  widen  the  side  walk. 

In  1981  the  old  boy  scout  rocnn  in  the  basement  oi  the  Fellowship  hall  was  remodeled  and 
turned  into  an  apartment  for  the  pastor  and  his  wife  to  stay  in  <mi  weekends  so  they  would 
not  have  to  drive  back  and  forth  to  Moravian  Falls. 

A  new  public  address  sfystem  was  installed  in  the  sanctuary  in  November  of  1987. 

In  November  and  December  of  1988  the  Fellowship  hall  was  remodeled  by  adding  a  new 
section  across  the  back  side  of  the  building  enabling  the  building  to  accommodate  twice  as 
many  people. 

In  October  of  1989  the  loan  for  this  remodeling  project  was  paid  off  and  a  note  burning 
service  and  dedication  service  was  held  on  October  15, 1989. 

In  the  fall  of  1993  the  church  parking  lot  was  repaved  and  in  the  spring  of  ISKM  the 
Fellowship  hall  parking  lot  was  paved. 


The  kitchen  area  of  the  Fellowship  hall  was  remodeled  giving  more  work  space  in  early 
1995. 


At  the  present  tune  all  building  projects  have  been  completed  and  the  church  is  debt  free. 
None  of  these  projects  could  have  been  completed  without  the  help  of  the  LxDrd  and  the 
dedication  and  hard  work  of  the  people  of  the  church  past  and  present.  God  has  richly  blessed 
us.

REV.  BRAXTON  B.  WOOnRTTyF 


JULY  1895  -  1905 


Braxton  Woodruff,  or  "Brae"  as  he  was  called,  was  bom  June  24,  1837.  He 
was  married  to  Margaret  Lodemie  McDaniel  and  they  lived  in  the  Elkin  area  of  Surry 
County  all  of  their  lives. 

Braxton  was  the  father  of  six  children,  William  "Bill"  Cornelius,  McCajeh 
"Mac",  Henry  David  (which  could  have  possibly  been  one  of  our  charter  members), 
Clementine  "Clemy",  Prudence  Ida,  and  James  Daniel  "Dan".  (Dan  was  a  long  time 
member  of  our  church  and  served  in  several  jobs  of  the  church.) 

Braxton  Woodruff  was  also  the  grandfather  of  Ida  Mae  Bostic,  a  long  time 
member  of  Friendship  who  went  home  to  be  with  the  lord  this  past  July,  and  he  was 
great-grandfather  to  Jimmy  Woodruff  who  is  currently  serving  as  the  Chairman  of  the 
Board  of  Deacons  at  Friendship. 

Braxton  Woodruff  was  a  part  of  the  Presbytery  that  helped  to  charter 
Friendship  Baptist  Church  and  served  as  the  church's  first  pastor.  Like  most  early 
Primitive  Baptist  ministers,  he  was  pastor  of  more  than  one  church  at  a  time.  He  was 
also  instrumental  in  establishing  Elldn  Valley  Baptist  Church. 

If  you  examine  the  photo  of  Rev.  Woodruff  closely,  you  may  be  able  to  see 
the  leather  pouch  he  carried  on  his  shoulder,  in  which  he  carried  his  Bible. 

Rev.  Woodruff  died  March  29,  1912  and  was  buried  in  the  small  cemetery 
across  the  street  from  where  the  present  Elkin  Valley  Church  now  stands.  His  wife, 
Lodemie,  died  on  Christmas  Eve,  December  24,  1929  and  is  buried  at  his  side.

A.  Mcknight  assisted  B.  Woodruff  as  pastor  from  1895  till 
He  was  from  Cherry  Lane,  North  Carolina. 


J.  O.  WOOD  was  pastor  from  October  12,  1901  till  October  11, 
1902.  (No  information  could  be  found.) 


WILLIAM  "BILL"  HARRALD  assisted  B.  Woodruff  as  pastor 
in  1903.  The  associational  minutes  indicated  that  he  was  from  Viands, 
North  Carolina,  which  was  a  community  located  where  the  Roaring  River 
forks. 


hi  1904,  W.  H.  MELTON  and  W.  H.  CASSTEVENS  assisted  B. 
Woodruff  as  pastor.  Nothing  is  recorded  about  either  of  these  pastors. 


hi  1905,  W.  H.  Melton  was  pastor  and  then  in  1906  B.  Woodruff 
assisted  Melton. 


In  1907  and  1908,  J.  H.  Hanes  assisted  W.  H.  Melton  as  pastor. 


In  1909,  W.  H.  Melton  served  as  pastor. 


REVt  JOSHUA  ZEBEPEE  APAMS 

SEPTEMBER  1910  -  SEPTEMBER  1914 


*'Zeb''  Adams  was  bom  November  15, 1876.  He  was  a  farmer  and  a  Primitive 
B^tist  Minister.  He  was  ordained  into  the  ministry  at  Poplar  Springs  B^tist  Church 
in  1910.  He  served  as  pastor  of  Friendship  Baptist  Church  for  4  years,  from 
September  10,  1910  until  September  of  1914. 

Reverend  Adams  died  on  August  16,  1948  and  his  body  was  laid  to  rest  at 
Knobbs  Baptist  Church.

SEPTEMBER  1914  -  OCTOBER  1958 


Troy  Scales  Draughn  was  bom  in  1885  to  William  and  Carrie  Ann  Draughn. 
His  parents  were  Surry  County  natives  who  lived  and  farmed  land  located  between 
Elkin  and  Dobson. 

His  training  on  the  farm  proved  beneficial  when  he  did  some  farming  on  his 
own.  He  did  some  truck  farming  for  a  while,  noting  that  one  season  he  raised  40,000 
pounds  of  cabbage.  Although,  through  his  years  as  a  minister  he  served  as  pastor  to 
1 6  different  churches,  he  said  he  always  earned  his  keep  at  other  jobs.  Besides 
farming,  he  taught  school  at  Crutchfield  for  8  years  and  served  as  the  Postmaster  for 
Crutchfield  Post  Office  for  1 1  years. 

He  served  for  one  year  as  a  licensed  minister  before  being  ordained  on 
February  18,  1912.  He  came  to  Friendship  in  September  of  1914,  when  he  was  29 
years  of  age,  on  the  condition  that  the  church  would  switch  from  Union  Baptist  to 
Missionary  Baptist. 

In  the  early  years  of  his  ministry,  he  said  most  churches  had  services  only  one 
time  a  month,  so  it  wasn't  unusual  for  a  minister  to  pastor  as  many  as  4  churches  at 
once.  Besides  the  44  years  and  1  month  he  served  as  pastor  at  Friendship,  other 
churches  he  served  were:  Mount  Herman,  10  years;  Siloam,  19  years;  Salem,  1 
year;  Copeland,  1  year;  Piney  Grove,  3  years;  White  Plains,  3  years;  Fairview,  23 
years;  Union  Cross,  10  years;  Mountain  Park,  6  years;  and  Little  Richmond,  10 
years.  In  addition  to  the  1 1  Surry  County  churches  above,  he  was  pastor  of  5 
churches  in  Yadkin  County:  Yadkinville,  3  years;  Shady  Grove,  3  years;  North  Oak 
Ridge,  7  years;  East  Bend,  17  1/2  years;  and  Arlington,  4  years. 

In  the  early  years,  he  would  walk  15  miles  or  more  to  deliver  his  Sunday 
sermon.  Later,  he  got  a  horse  and  then,  in  the  1930's  he  got  a  Ford  car.  He  once  said 
that  riding  a  horse  to  a  service  as  far  as  the  church  at  East  Bend  would  give  him 
plenty  of  time  to  meditate  on  his  sermons,  while  nudging  his  horse  along. 

After  retiring  fi^om  Friendship  in  1958,  the  church  named  him  "honorary  pastor 
for  life."  In  an  interview  with  The  Elkin  Tribune  in  1967,  he  told  the  reporter  that  he 
had  preached  an  estimated  3,000  funerals,  performed  approximately  500  weddings, 
and  conducted  2,000  baptisms  during  his  55  years  of  ministry. 

Rev.  Draughn  died  in  April  of  1968  and  was  buried  beside  his  wife,  Fairy  C. 
Dockery,  who  had  passed  away  in  1950.  They  are  laid  to  rest  in  the  Mount  Herman 
Baptist  Church  Cemetery.  They  never  had  any  children  of  their  own,  but  their 
memory  will  live  on  in  the  hearts  of  all  those  who  knew  them. 


REV.  GT.ENN  DOBBINS 
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OCTOBER  1958  -  NOVEMBER  1976 


Stephen  Glenn  Dobbins  was  bom  November  1,  1924.  He  graduated  from 
Dobson  High  SdKX>l  in  1942,  and  from  Mitchell's  Junior  College  in  1944.  From  1944 
through  1962,  he  also  attended  Guilford  College,  Fruitland  BMe  Institute,  and 
Southeastern  Seminary. 

C^enn  married  Betty  Yaihoro  on  Septanber  29, 1944  and  on  Januaiy  1, 1946, 
they  were  blessed  with  a  son,  Steve.  Their  daughter,  Pam,  was  bom  2  years  later,  on 
December  7,  1947. 

In  1956,  at  the  age  of  32,  Glenn  accepted  the  call  to  preach  the  gospd  and 
was  called  as  part-time  pastor  to  Crossroads  Baptist  Church  in  1957.  He  was 
ordained  at  his  home  church,  Elldn  Valley  Baptist  Church,  in  1958.  Then  on  October 
1, 1958,  he  took  his  second  part-time  pastorate  at  Frioidship  Baptist  Church.  He  was 
pastor  of  both  Crossroads  and  Friendship  churches  until  1960  while  continuing  his 
education,  and  in  Septemb^  of  1960,  he  became  Friendship's  first  frill-time  pastor. 
He  then  received  his  diploma  from  Southeastern  Seminary  on  May  18,  1962.  He 
woilced  for  several  years  as  an  auctioneer  while  he  frirthered  his  education  and  during 
his  early  years  as  pastor. 

During  the  18  years  he  served  at  Friendship,  the  church  saw  its  membership 
grow  from  168  in  1958  to  214  in  1976.  There  were  78  membm  added  by  Baptism 
and  51  members  were  added  by  letter.  The  church  lost  3 1  members  by  death  and  52 
membws  were  lost  by  letter. 

Also,  during  the  years  he  served  as  pastor,  the  church  added  8  new  Sunday 
sdKX)l  classrooms,  started  having  preaching  every  Sunday,  purchased  land  and  built 
a  fellowship  building.  The  church  also  started  the  church  library  and  began  using 
[Minted  bulletins  for  the  otder  of  worship.  The  church  eiyoyed  1 8  years  of  fellowship 
and  growth  under  his  leadership. 

He  resigned  his  duties  at  Friendship  in  November  of  1976  and  accepted  the 
call  to  Bethel  Baptist  Church  during  December  of  1976,  v/bere  he  remained  for  12 
years.  He  resigned  from  Bethel  in  December  of  1988  and  in  July  of  1989,  he  became 
pastcn'  of  East  Elkin  Baptist  Church.  He  remained  at  East  EUdn  until  June  30,  1991, 
when  due  to  declining  health,  he  was  forced  to  give  up  frill-time  ministry.  However, 
he  continued  to  preach  at  revival  meetings,  speak  at  associational  meetings,  and 
conduct  weddings  and  frmerals  until  his  own  death  on  Fdmiaiy  27,  1993.

(INTERIM  PASTOR) 


DECEMBER  1976  -  MAY  1977 


Calvin  Knight  was  bom  in  Fieldale,  Virginia,  and  was  reared  in  Leaksville.  He  is  a  graduate  of 
Campbell  Junior  College,  Wake  Forest  University,  and  Duke  Divinity  School.  He  served  as  pastor  of 
Weldon  Baptist  Church  for  13  years  and  then  joined  the  staff  at  Baptist  Hospital  in  Winston-Salem,  North 
Carolina  in  pastoral  care  in  1970.  He  served  as  interim  pastor  of  Friendship  Baptist  Church  from  December 
of  1976  till  May  of  1977. 

In  1992,  he  retired  from  Baptist  Hospital  after  22  years  of  service.  At  the  tune  of  his  retirement, 
he  was  director  of  Church  and  Community  Relations.  Knight  has  been  nicknamed  by  many  Tarheel  Baptists 
as  "Mr.  Baptist  Hospital."  They  have  named  a  study  room  for  pastors  in  the  Baptist  Hospital  in  his  honor. 


REV. .I.E.  RICHARDSON 


MAY  1977  -  JULY  1980

J.  E.  "Ed"  Richardson  was  bom  in  1948  in  Kingsport,  Tennesse.  He 
graduated  from  Carson-Newman  College  in  Jefferson  City,  Tennesse  and  the 
Southeastern  Baptist  Theological  Seminary  in  Louisville,  Kentucky. 

He  is  married  to  Debra  Roberson  Richardson  of  Louisville,  Kentucky.  During 
his  pastorate  at  Friendship,  they  had  one  son,  Ian,  however,  after  leaving  Friendship, 
they  have  had  another  child. 

Reverend  Richardson  was  ordained  into  the  ministry,  at  the  age  of  27,  on 
August  3,  1975,  by  the  Sullivan  Baptist  Church  in  Kingsport,  Tennesse.  He  has 
served  in  churches  in  Michigan  and  Kentucky  prior  to  coming  to  North  Carolina.  In 
1976  and  early  1977,  he  completed  a  one  year  internship  in  the  School  of  Pastoral 
Care  at  North  Carolina  Baptist  Hospital,  in  Winston-Salem. 

On  May  22, 1977  he  was  elected  pastor  of  Fri^idship  Churdi  at  ibs  age  of  29. 
He  assumed  his  duties  on  Sunday,  June  5, 1977  and  he  and  his  wife  joined  Friendship 
Baptist  Church  with  letters  from  Cresent  Hill  Baptist  Church  in  Louisville,  Kentucky. 

Under  his  leadership,  the  church  started  a  "Deacon  of  the  Week**  program  and 
a  "Mother's  Morning  Out"  program.  The  pastor's  office  was  moved  to  its  present 
location  and  the  church  installed  a  telephone.  Bulletins  with  a  picture  of  the  church 
on  the  front  were  put  into  use  in  1978.  Also,  the  Homecoming  Service  was 
established  as  an  annual  event  during  1978. 

After  leaving  Friendship  Baptist  Church  in  July  of  1980,  he  and  his  family 
moved  to  Cedar  Grove  Church  in  Johnson  City,  Tennesse. 


REV.  JONAH  PARK^jPIH 


AUGUST  1980  -  PRESENT 


Jonah  Amos  Parker  was  bom  March  2,  1927  to  Virgil  B.  and  Cora  Moore 
Parker  in  a  log  cabin  deep  in  the  Brushy  Mountains  of  Wilkes  County,  North 
Carolina.  In  August  of  1937,  at  the  age  of  10,  he  professed  his  faith  in  Jesus  Christ 
and  joined  Bethany  Baptist  Church.  In  1942,  at  the  age  of  15,  he  moved  his 
membership  to  New  Hope  Baptist  Church. 

In  November  of  1944,  at  the  age  of  17,  he  enlisted  in  the  U.  S.  Navy.  This 
was  approximately  10  months  before  World  War  n  ended.  With  the  war  over  and  his 
tour  of  duty  completed,  he  was  discharged  in  July  of  1946. 

On  September  18,  1948,  he  was  married  to  Helen  Marie  Baity.  They  have 
three  children,  Edmond  Virgil,  bom  October  4,  1949;  Carolyn  Marie,  bom  March  30, 
1953;  and  Randy  Lee,  bom  June  7,  1960. 

On  March  10,  1974,  at  the  age  of  47,  he  answered  the  call  to  preach.  For  six 
years  he  did  interim  and  supply  preaching  for  various  churches.  He  came  to 
Friendship  as  interim  pastor  in  August  of  1980.  Then,  in  March  of  1981,  he  was 
asked  to  assume  the  role  of  full  time  pastor. 

Rev.  Parker,  himself  an  ordained  deacon  for  many  years,  has  gone  through 
many  deacon  training  programs  sponsored  by  the  State  Convention,  and  is  a  certified 
deacon  instmctor.  He  is  now  the  Department  Head  of  the  Deacon  Ministry 
Department  of  the  Elkin  Baptist  Association.  He  also  served  as  Moderator  of  the 
Elkin  Associational  Meetijigs  during  the  1989-90  sessions. 

In  November  of  1988,  he  travelled  to  Brazil  with  an  evangelistic  team  fi-om 
the  Elkin  Baptist  Association.

TRUSTEES 


In  the  early  months  of  the  organization  of  the  church  there  were  three  trustees  appomted. 
Nothing  in  the  records  show  when  or  who,  but  later  records  show  that  these  men  were,  Austin 
Gentry,  John  A.  Day,  and  John  C.  Hurt.  On  February  8,  1897,  W.  A.  "Alex"  Gentry  was 
appointed  to  replace  his  father  Austin  Gentry  who  had  died  three  months  earlier. 

Then  on  April  22,  1916,  L.  C.  Park  was  elected  to  replace  John  A.  Day  who  had  died.  I 
have  no  record  of  when  John  A.  Day  was  bom,  died  or  joined  the  church,  but  some  of  the  earlier 
records  did  not  get  recorded  in  the  minutes. 

On  July  14,  1953,  Sallie  Greenwood  was  elected  to  replace  her  father  Alex  (died  1937)  on 
the  board  of  trustees.  Then  on  October  23,  1963,  John  A.  Park  was  elected  to  replace  his  father 
who  had  passed  away  in  1955.  Lee  Roy  "Bud"  Combs  was  elected  to  replace  John  C.  Hurt  who 
I  have  no  records  on.  Then  on  October  27,  1965,  Birdette  Gentry  was  elected  as  a  trustee.  I 
could  not  find  the  records  of  when  Wade  Hampton  was  elected  as  a  trustee,  but  he  was  elected 
to  replace  Birdette  who  died  m  1973.  On  January  22,  1986,  Sally  Jo  Wyatt  was  elected  to 
replace  her  grandmother  Sallie  Greenwood  who  died  in  1983,  and  Benny  Park  was  elected  to 
replace  his  father  John  A.  Park  who  died  in  1964. 

So  now  the  present  trustees  of  Friendship  Church  are  Lee  Roy  Combs,  Wade  Hampton,  Sally 
Jo  Wyatt  and  Benny  Park.

MUSIC  PROGRAM 


Music  has  always  played  an  important  part  of  the  Worship  Services  at  Friendship  Church. 
No  records  were  kept  on  the  music  program  in  the  early  years,  so  we  talked  to  several  people  about 
what  they  remembered  about  the  nui£»c  in  the  first  church.  Some  say  they  can  rranember  Tom  Sloop 
and  his  broU^,  Walter  Sloop,  leading  the  singing  and  holding  singing  schools.  Also,  Ike  Gentry  and 
Maurice  Hampton  led  the  choir,  after  they  moved  to  the  new  church.  Others  who  led  the  choir  are 
listed  on  the  chart  which  is  included  in  this  book.  The  music  in  the  old  church  was  accompanied  by 
a  pump  oigan,  played  by  Minnie  Hampton,  Hessie  Gentry,  and  her  daughter,  Rachel  Gentiy.  Others 
who  people  remembered  having  played  the  piano  or  organ  over  the  years,  include:  Carolyn  Hampton, 
Frances  Stewart,  Sudie  Gentry,  Jennifer  Ray,  Greta  JCidd,  Karen  Howard,  Debbie  Swaim,  Lynn 
Hampton,  Tammy  Hampton,  Cindy  Laster,  Ginger  Wyatt  Smith,  and  Lindsey  Wyatt. 

The  first  m^on  of  hymn  books  was  in  1939,  when  the  church  voted  to  buy  hymn  books  that 
came  to  a  total  cost  of  $12.94.  Then  in  October  of  1956,  the  church  bought  25  Broadman  Hymnals 
for  the  choir.  In  1954,  the  church  swapped  its  old  piano  to  Early  Combs  for  his  newer  one.  On 
October  18,  1964,  the  church  voted  to  buy  an  electric  organ.  On  September  26,  1966,  the  church 
voted  to  buy  108  new  Baptist  Hymnals  at  a  cost  of  $216.00. 

In  August  of  1967,  it  was  discussed  about  buying  robes  for  the  choir,  but  this  idea  was  never 
acted  upon.  On  April  7,  1974,  the  church  voted  to  buy  a  new  piano.  In  1980,  the  church  included 
"Gbiy  Songs"  and  "Music  Makers"  in  its  regular  order  of  church  literature.  New  Baptist  Hymnals 
were  purdiased  in  1991  with  money  donated  in  memory  of  Sammie  Combs,  a  long  time  memb^  of 
<»ir  choir,  and  father  of  our  present  choir  director,  Rita  Combs. 

In  November  of  1992,  Aaron  and  Sallie  Jo  Wyatt,  donated  a  new  Baby  Grand  piano  to  the 

church. 

In  March  of  1994,  a  Choir  Appreciation  Day  was  held,  but  we  could  nevw  express  how  much 
the  choir  means  to  the  chwch.  Everyone  who  smgs  or  plays  an  instrument  adds  something  spedal 
to  every  service.

ASSOriATIONAT.  AFFTMATIONS 


From  the  beginning,  Friendship  Church  was  involved  with  other  diurches  in  associational 
activities.  In  October  of  1895,  Friendship  Church  joined  the  Primitive  Baptist  Association.  Other 
churches  belonging  to  that  Association  were:  Bethany,  Bethd,  Elkin  Valley,  Liberty  Knob,  Oak 
Level,  Rachel,  Round  Hill,  Round  Mountain,  Roaring  River,  White  Oak,  and  Zion.  The  Primitive 
Baptist  Association  was  formed  in  1868,  and  may  still  exist  today. 

In  December  of  1903,  Oak  Grove,  Union  Cross,  and  Elkin  Valley  cluirches  met  with 
Friendship,  at  Friendship,  to  form  the  Mitchell's  River  Primitive  Baptist  Association.  Few  records 
were  found  about  the  Mitctell's  River  Association  and  no  records  were  found  after  1907.  From  1908 
through  1914,  since  no  records  could  be  located,  we  can  not  be  sure  whether  they  belonged  to  an 
association. 

In  1915,  Friendship  joined  the  Surry  Association  because  they  had  become  a  Missionary 
Baptist  Church  at  this  time.  The  Surry  Association  was  organized  in  1903  at  Little  Richmond  and 
at  the  time  when  Friendship  withdrew  from  it,  there  were  over  60  churches  belonging  to  that 
Associatioa 

In  September  of  1959,  Friendship  withdrew  from  the  Surry  Association  and  joined  the  EUdm 
Association.  Due  to  the  cfifiference  in  geographical  location  to  the  other  churches,  it  was  much  betto* 
for  Friendship  to  belong  to  an  association  closer  to  home. 

There  are  21  churches  in  th^  Elkin  Baptist  Association  and  in  the  history  written  about  the 
association  in  1979,  Friendship  was  reported  to  rank  among  the  top  5  in  mission  gifts. 


OTHER  NOTES  OF  INTEREST 


The  Church  re-elected  the  pastor  every  year  until  1 939,  when  it  was  decided  to  elect  him  indefinitely. 

In  1929,  Bessie  Renegar  (Southard),  a  member  of  Friendship  Church,  moved  her  membership  and 
helped  to  organize  another  church.  Although,  she  did  not  live  to  become  a  member  of  the  new 
church,  they  named  it  in  her  honor,  "Bessie's  Chapel  Church." 

1956  was  the  first  year  the  jamtor  was  paid  for  their  services.  The  janitor  received  $30.00  per  month 
for  cleaning  the  church  and  mowing  the  laAvn. 

1958  was  the  first  time  Friendship  ever  celebrated  Homecoming. 

Also,  in  1958,  Irene  Ray  was  named  the  first  Church  Reporter. 

In  1959,  the  first  nominating  committee  was  elected.  Also,  that  year  the  church  selected  its  first 
finance  committee  and  adopted  its  first  budget.  This  was  the  first  year  that  the  Pastor  was  paid  by 
salary  instead  of  "love  offering." 

The  church  library  was  started  in  1960.  Also  during  1960,  the  church  started  a  nureeiy  program 
and  duirch  coaSstence  was  changed  fix>m  the  4th  Saturday  night  in  each  month  to  the  4th  Wednesday 
night  in  each  month  and  Wednesday  night  Bible  Study  began. 

In  1972,  the  church  bought  a  bus. 

In  1978,  the  church  switched  to  buHetins  with  a  picture  of  the  church  on  the  fi"ont. 

In  1978,  the  Homecoming  was  adopted  as  an  annual  event  -  to  be  held  on  the  third  Sunday  in 
October. 

In  1986,  a  t^  ministry  for  slHit-ins  was  started.  Also,  in  1986,  Friendship  assisted  the  Elkin  Baptist 
Association  in  establishing  a  migrant  ministry. 

In  1987,  Wade  Hampton  had  grading  done  on  his  land  along  the  Mitchell's  River  to  be  used  by  the 
clmrch  for  Baptismal  S^vices. 

On  Octobe- 15, 1995,  Friend^p  B^tist  Church  observed  its  annual  Homecoming,  Old  Timey  Day, 
and  its  100th  Anniversary,  all  rolled  into  one.
